The men 
felt more determined in their course, 
seeing they were supported by the 
Knights of Labor. It was known, 
they said, that the Western Union 
Company was sending business away 
by train instead of by wire; that but 
few operators, except ‘the chiefs, who 
were in the office now were able to 
touch the keys. The boys and young 
ladies employed in the check depart- 
ment were offered positions as operat- 
ors, which they declined; that many 
of the chairs were occupied by 
“wooden men,’’ and that when the 
men left the office in the morning 
only six operators remained. 
Encouraging reports forthe Brother- 
hood were stated to have been re- 
ceived from offices that had not en- 
tirely suspended business. The com- 
mittee complained that the company 
contented itself by saying that the de- 
mands of the men were preposterous, 
but failed to show that they were so. 
The announcement that the Board 
of Trade and others had given them 
assurance of support, was loudly 
cheered. In conclusion, the com- 
mittee said, that the Brotherhood only 
asked that their case be fairly pre- 
sented; and that the public should not 
accept, implicitly, the reports adverse 
to them, circulated by the other side. 
The officers of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company were, of course, 
very busy all day after the strike. 
They pitched into work as if they’ 
meant business, aud thei? energy lent 
renewed vigor to the operators who 
received, and gave the rew recruits 
confidence. Of the 150 men, women 
and boys, employed in the Western 
Union building, yesterday, there was 
not one who fuiled to appreciate the 
situation, and consequentiy made 
every effort to perform the vast 
amount of work that had accumulated. 
One of the head officers said that the 
strike was already whipped. “It 
was, he said, “apparent from the 
start, to those who had seen strikes 
before, that no officers, office’ men, 
chiefoperators or chiefs, were in the 
strike. It was apparent from the 
start that we would win, because we 
knew that a large proportion of the 
operators wouldn't leave their in- 
struments; and we were about 
right in the caiculations we made. 
These people are enthusiastic, too, and 
will stay with us, no matter what in- 
fluence is brought to bear upon them. 
In all the leading cities there is at 
least one half a force at work, and new 
recruits are coming all the time, In 
small cities and towns there is practi- 
cally no difficulty. In many of the 
smalier cities fno one is left at the 
offices at all. In this list appear Den- 
ver, Pueblo, Lafayette and Columbus. 
With the smaller cities and towns 
stated we fear no difficulty, because 
there is an unlimited number of 
operators in the country, whose ser- 
vices we are already negotiating for. 
The striking element in the larger 
cities is composed priscipally of single 
men, who have little to lose, Teo

New York, July 19. 

At about 10:30 o’clock this morning 
a spark from an engine fell into a pile 
‘ot jate which bad just beer landed on 
‘Harbeck’s dock from the ship Law- 
rence Delap, from Calcutta. The dock 
was filled with a heap of jate and 
coffee. In a few minutes the entire 
dock was in a blase. The was 
the first vessel to eatch fire, and all 
her rigging was burned before she 
could be towed out. Next to her, on 
the south side of the dock, was the 
ship Perseverance, also from Calcutta, 
which arrived yesterday, and on the 
north side lay the ship Colonel Adams, 
from Calcutta. To both of these vea- 
sels the Hames communicated, and 
the crews jumped overboard for safety. 
When the firemen reached the dock 
the supports of the roof gave way, 
burying a dozen firemen and dock 
bands in the ruins. A rescuing party 
immediately formed, and drugged the 
men out from the blazing rafters, none 
dead, but all more or less burned and 
bruised. Just then the chief of the 
battalion gave orders to clear the dock, 
as the ship Lawreuee Delap, which 
was now on fire above and below, 
contained 4,500 pounds of saltpetre. 
A rush was made by the crowd to the 
farther end of the dock. While this 
was going on a hoisting derrick, from 
which tne supports had burned, fell 
over on the wharf with a crash, knock- 
ing two dock men overboard. Cus- 
tom-house Inspector Harradin, in at- 
tempting to escape from the ship Col- 
onél Adams, was ‘severely burned 
about the face and hands. The ships 
Perseveranee and Colonel Adams had 
by this time been towed far out into 
the stream, and tugs poured streams 
into their holds. The efforts of the 
firemen were mainly .directed to ex- 
tinguishing the flames on board the 
Lawrence Delap, on which it was mo- 
mentarily ex pected an explosion would 
take place. 

LATER.—The district officer at Har- 
beck’s docks stated that the Captain of 
the Lawrence Delap, with his wife and 
three children, is reported drowned. 
Two deck hands are also reported 
drowned; and one ‘sailor killed by the 
falling of timbers. The loss is now 
estimated to be between $2,000,000 and 
$3,000,000. 

Three men were seen to throw the 
trunk of Captain Grane of the ship 
Lawrence Delap overboard, contesin- 
ing £2,000 and $4,000 worth of jeweiry, 
belonging to his wife. It was picked 
up by river thieves, who rifled it. The 
wife and ohd of Captain Grane were 
saved. The ship was burned to the} 
water's edge. 

An Exciting rot- 
CHIicAGo, July 10. 

The fifth day at the Chicago Driving 
Park Summer Trotting Meeting fur- 
nished rare sport. The track was nn- 
usually fust and the contests close and 
exciting, and the average time made 
was never before equaled for any one 
day. The event of the day was the 
meeting between the New York geld- 
ing, Majolica, and the great Wisconsin 
stallion, Phallot. The race was for a 
purse of $2,500, for the three-minute 
class. Majolica was a strong favorite 
against the field on the strength of 
having trotted in 2;17 in his first race. 
Majolica. won the first heat without 
urging at any point. During the 
scoring for the second heat, the judge 
gave the word “go,” and by a mistake 
sounded the recall bell at the same 
time; aileame back except Majolica, 
who was jogged around and given the 
heat, under the rule that the others 
were allowed a start. The third heat 
was trotted, and Majolica at once went 
way past, and was seven lengths 
ahead of Phailax at the half-mile post; 
then Phallax began trotting very fast, 
overhauled the leader at the three- 
quarter post, drove him to a break, 
and won the heat in 2:16, making a 
record unsurpassed, except by Smug- 
gler, and equaled den, by Jerome 
Eddy.
